* gining which taught him the Laws, Judg- 
© ments, @c,— Jeſus Chriſt : [ P. 67. 68. 
* 65.] You may as well ſay, Teſtimonies, 
Statutes, Judgments, Commandements,Law, 
are not a written and outward word or 
words. For they are all uſed promiſcuouſ- 
ly ; and what is ſpoken of the word, is 
ſpoken of theſe. As it is ſaid, 7 beheld the 
Tranſgreſſors and was grieved, becauſe they 
kept not thy word : So, Rivers of Waters ran 
fown mine Eyes, becauſe they kept nat thy Law.

The word then here ſpoken of being the 
ſame with Teſtimonies, Sratutes, Judgments, 
Commandments, Law, it 1s as much out- 
ward, written and ſpoken as they are: and 
you may as well fay the Teſtimonies, Sta- 
tutcs, Fc. are Chriſt, as that this word is ; 
and rhat they taught the word, as that the 
word taught- them. As is evident by the 
reading of almoſt any two connext verſes in 
the Pſalm, and eſpecially thoſe ſingle ones 
which contein both words ; for that where 
they thus occur, there is no difference to be 
diſcerned. As verſ. 16. / will delight my ſelf 
in thy Statutes: I will not forget thy word. 
verſ. 160. Thy word is true from the begin- 
Ing : and every one of thy Righteous jnayments 
endureth for ever. Vet. "172. My Tonoue 


ſhall ſpeak of thy word : for all thy Command- 


ments are Righteous. That what is ſpoken 
of the word of the Lord in this Pſa/m, can- 
nor agree to a written and- ſpoken word, to 

ſuch Promiſes, Statutes, Judgments, Law ; 
and that Chriſt of neceſſity muſt be under- 
ſtood ; I believe you will no ſooner prove, 
than that, Thou ſhaltnot Kill : There is one 
God : Truſt in the Lord : God forgiveth 
ons : He will bleſs thee: And the like Com- 
mandments,

mandments, Promiſes, and Doctrines were « 
not written and ſpoken, and that they arg® 
Chriſt, and they Created Heaven and Earth. 
And that ſuch is the word here, is again ma- 
nifeſt enough in that David ſays, I will keep 
it, and meadtate in it. My Tongue ſhall ſpeak 
of it : For all thy Commandments are. Righ- 
teous. One thing more 1 will inform you 
of: viz.. That Word in ſeveral places of 
this Pſalm ſignifies Gods Promiſe, and partt- 
cularly to David. As verſ. 65. Thox haſt dealt 
well with thy Servant according to thy word. 
Verſ. 170. Deliver me according to thy Word. 
Verſ. 49. Remember thy word unto thy Ser- 
vant, upon which thou haſt cauſed me to hope. 
Verſ. 38. Stabliſh thy word unto thy Servant. 
Compare herewith 2 Sam. 23. F. Although 
my houſe be not ſowith God, yet he hath made 
with me an everlaſting covenant, ordered in all 
things and ſure. And Chap. 7. 25. The word 
which thou haſt ſpoken concerning thy Servant 
and concerning his houſe, eſtabliſh it for ever, 
And that was this : Ver. 12. [will ſet wpthy 
Seed after thee, and eſtabliſh his Kingdom. My 
mercy ſhall not depart away from him. Now 
is this word, Chriſt > Did this Word create 
Heaven and Earth ? This, / will ſet mp thy 
Seed, &c ? And was it not anoutward word 
ſpoken by Nathan ? Ibid. p. 69. Pro. 6. 24. 
{ Reproofs of inſtruttion are the way of Life :

the falſe deceitful Whoriſh Spirit, the Spi-

And as it 1s 
ſaid of theſe ſeven, that they ſtand before the 
Throne, and art ſent forth into the Earth, 
Rev. 1. 4.and f, 6. So is the ſame ſaid of 
Angels, Chap. 5. 11. Heb. 1.14. Now whe- 
ther St. 7ohn mean by theſe ſeven Spirits, An- 
gels, or the Holy Ghoſt, is to be conſidered. 
And (1) to fay that the Holy Ghoſt ſtands 
before the throne, ſeems harſh, and we read 
not ſo elſewhere. ( 2 ) They are called An- 
gels, Chap. 8. 2. / ſaw the ſeven Angels that 
ſtood before God. Which refers to the ſeven

(3) And yet how 
caught up #»s TeiTs, even unto the third Hea- 
ven (which ſignifies the greateſt diſtance) 
and yet not removed? for according to your 
Opinian, Heaven 1s as near to us, as our own 
Souls, for where the new Birth is, there it 1s, 
that birth being (as yon ſay) of the ſane 
ſpiritual ſubſtance in which God dwells, 
which is Heaven. (4) And then St. Pax 
having that Birth before, was in. Heaven be- 
fore he was caught up thither : and fo is e- 
very regenerate man at preſent. So that it 
is no ſtrange or peculiar thing, which our Sa- 
viour ſaid of himſelf, viz. that he was then 
in Heaven whilſt he diſcourſed with NVicode- 
mus, Joh. 3. 13. (F) And I would then 
know how he paſſed through two Heavens, 
or thought he did fo : ( for whether this were 
real, or a viſion, is all one, the viſion fignt- 
fying as much as the real motion.) And if 
you pleaſe, I would underſtand alfo from your 
inſpiration ( not conjeftare ) what theſe rwo 
Heavens are, which he paſled to come to the 
third. For alaſs! I only take the one to be 
that ofthe Clouds, and the other that-of tie 
Stars ; it being of old ſaid, The Clewd) of Hea-

And though 
he ſpeak of himſelf as then he was, both the 
Word and Man, that he came down from 
Heaven ( 1 came down from Heaven ; ) yes 
and ſaid that he the Son of Man came from 
thence ; (verſ. 62. What and if you ſhall 
ſee the Son of Man aſcend up where he was 
before ? Chap. 3. 13. No Man hath Aſcend- 
ed up to Heaven, but he that came down from 
Heaven, the Son of Man which is in Heaven : ) 
Yet as . the Son of Man he came not from 
thence, but as the Word. Burt Fleſh in the 
Minor is not the Bread as that fignifies 
whole Chriſt, but only part of Chrift. Now 
that may be affirmed of whole Chriſt, or =

(2) Not only 1n that fitft de- 
ſcent of the Holy Ghoſt, but alſo in all Di- 
vine operations 1n the heart by the ſame ſpirit 
was Chriſt come already when the Apoſtle 
wrot ; for unleſs he was ſo come, working 
graciouſly upon the heart, the Corimthians 
were not to receive the Supper of the Lord, 
v. 27. 28. 29. Wherefore that inward coming 
cannot be meant by the Apoſtle, for as much 
as that which he ſpeaks of was not as yer, as 
1s manifeſt by thoſe words, Til! he come. (3) 
If the Apoſtles continued it (as you fin ther ſay ) 
for the ſakes of the weak, why do not ycn 
Iikewiſe continue it for the ſakes of the ſame ? 
What, are there no weak ones among vou ? 
Is the Church of the Quakers betrer than the 
primitive ? Or are you wiſer than the Apo- 
ſtles, judging that uvfit, which they judgec 
fit? But, dear Sonls, in good carneſt, is thc 
Lord's Supper below vou; too mean and beg- 


 garly for your ſtrength and ſpirituality ? What 


Chriſtian (how great and perfect ſoeyer he be, 
if as perſett as St. Pal) doth it not become 
to commemorate Chriſt, and ſhew forth his 
Death 
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Death as this Solemnity requires? Which is, 

to declare by this outward Rite to all the 

world his Faith in this Crucified Perſon,whom 

the Jews by reaſon of his vile death delpiſed 

and rejected, 1 Cor. 1. 18.23. and to protels 

himſelf his Servant, and to admire his love, 
and the Love of his Father, and to acknow- 
ledge that our eternal Redemption 1s by his 
Blood-ſhed, and for all to ofter moſt ardent 
thanks, and the profoundeſt Praiſes and Ado- 
rations of his heart. This reaſon 13 perpetual, 
and equally concerns all. And further, was 
there ever any Church which diſcontinued 
the Supper of our Lord? Or was there never 
heretofore the glorious appearance (till which 
time your ſelves ſay it was to be obſerved) 
until now among you .2#akers ? I adde, you 
diſcern not the wiſdom: of our Lord in this 
1atter ; in that he hath injoyned us to come, 
and yet forbids unleſs we prepare our ſelves. 
$0 that he provokes and even compels us to 
Devotion and Piety, and doth what may be, 
not only to excite and animate our coldneſs, 
but to continue us in our goodneſs, and to 
bring the more profane to a godly mind and 
lite; viz. by the frequent repetitions of this 
grand and ſerious ſolemnity. (4) Chriſt's 
coming therefore, until which time his Sup- 
per is to continue, is that in the end of rhe 


world ; which is ſo eminently ſpoken of every. 
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where in the Goſpel, and all Chriſtians waipg 
for. Of which you read again in this Epiſtle, 
c. 15.23. Chriſt the Firſt-fruits is riſen, after- 
wards they that are ChriſPs ſhall riſe, at his 
Coming. Then cometh the end.

For will not Antichriſt deny Chriſt come in 
his Body , when he took that Fleſh, thar 
through Death he might deſtroy him that had 
the 
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the power of Death, the Devil; and when 
through the ottering of his Body we are all 
fantihed? when by that Blood he entred in- 
to the holy place, having obteined Eternal 
Redemption for us; and when 1t 1s that 
which cleanſeth us from all our fins ? when 
in this body he roſe again, without which 
Reſurrection we had yet been in our fins; 
and in the fame aſcended , without which 
aſcenfion the Holy Ghoſt had nor come? 
When without this Body the world had 'ne- 
ver had his Preaching, nor Miracles, nor Ex+ 
ample, nor his Apoltles, nor any of his Reli- 
gion, for ought we know; all depending, as 
the Hiſtory of the Goſpel ſhews us, upon his 
being made the Son of Man ? In Conſcience 
can you ſay, that to deny all this, doth no 
thing advantage Antichrift's Kingdom? Or ts 
confeſs it all, it being our right Faith, doth 
nothing hinder his Kingdom, and advantage 
Chriſts? Wherefore then hath Chriſt gwen 
us this Faith?

are gone out into the Wor!d, Namely that he 


-doth not mean, that every Wicked Man be 


Tryed, but ſome forts of Prophets, that we 
may not be Potfaned with falſe Doctrine. 
As you may learn again from theſe his pre- 
cedent words, Believe not every Spirit. They, 
ſay you again, that deny Chrilt come m their 
Fleſh to deſtroy Sin, are Antichriſts. So ſay I, 
are they that deny him come in his own Fleſh 
to deftroy the Devil. Bur Antichriſt (ſay you 
further) doth not deny this. Wet, if there 
be not ſach an one now, the times are alter- 
ed: for TI am. fure there have been many 
ſuch heretofore, Or if you think I am mi- 
ſtaken in.calling them by foill a name, that 
have only denyed Chriſt's Fleſh and Bodily 
appearance at eraſalem, ſpeak it out, and 
ler us moredver hear what we may more 
truly call them. They have ignominy enough 
zong the Antients. Some of whoſe words 
I wi] recite,that yon may be convinced there 
have been ſuch Men, and may ſee what 
they thonght of them. Jpnatins Ad Tyral. 
*Fio? Tives warnoaogr, ©, © There. are ſome 
t yain Talkers and Seducers, mixing poem 
Wit 
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£with ſweetneſs — They reje&t Chrift's 
* Nativity of the Virgin_— Some as if they 
$ were Infidels and without God, fay Chriſt 
© was only in appearance a man, and took not 
#a true Body, and ſuffered anddied in ap- 
*pearance. Fly theſe ungodly Herefies : for 
© they are the invention of the Devil. Ad 
* Smxyrn. I warn you of theſe Beaſts that have 
* the ſhapes of Men. For if the Lord was 
© ſeemingly in a Body, and Crucifted in ap- 
* pearance, then I am now likewiſe bound for 
© him in appearance.—— He that ſays Chriſt 
had not Fleſh, perfeftly denies him,—— 
If any man believe him not to have been 
* converſant in Fleſh, and confefles not his 
* paſſion and his blood ſhed, he cannot ob- 
© rain eternal Life. 4d Phil. He was truly 
© Born, truly increaſed, did truly Eat and 
FDrink, was truly Crucihed, truly arofe, 
* He that believes not this, differs not from 
© his Crucifiers. For the Prince of the World 
© rejoices when any one denies the Croſs, as 
«knowing that the confeſſion hereof'1s his de- 
* ftruation. Thus again Ad Eph. Hear we 
f another, Irenexs L.1. C. 22. Saturnims at- 
« firms the Saviour was not Born, nor had a 
* Body, but was only man in appearance. 
* Chap. 25. Carpocrates ſays Jeſus was not 
* Born of a Virgin, but was the Son of oſeph 
* and Aary after the manner of other Chil- 

* dren, 
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© dren, and that after his Baptiſm C-5riſ# de 
*ſcended into him from the ſupream God in 
* the ſhape of a Dove, and in the end Criſt 
* flew away from 7eſzs, and eſws (tiered and 
roſe, L. 3. C. 11. lhe Gnolticss ainrm 
« that the Word and Chriſt did nor come into 
* the World, that the Saviour had not Fleſh, 
© nor ſuffered. But ſome of them ay Jeſus 
- was incarnate and ſutfercd, whom they at- 
" firm to have palled tl ough Mary as Water 
* doth through a Pipe. The opinion of all 
*the Hereticks is that the Word was not 
* made Fleſh. Hear another : Ter twullian Adv. 
* Her. Chap. 46. . Baſ:4es the Hercticx favs 
"Chriſt. was without "rag waungg of Fleſh, 
- that he ſuffered not of the Jews, hut Simon 
. tn ys place, io that we are not to believe in 
c *him that. was Crucified, leſt we believe in 
© $1208, Chap. 49. Valentinus the Reretick 
* Jays that Chriſt was not in the ſubſtance of 
; our Fleſh but brought I know not what kind 
* of Spiritual Body from Hcaven, and paſled 
| through the Virgin as Water through a Pipe 
| taking nothing thence. Chap. 51. Cerdon 
Affirms him to have been only a Phantaſm, 
* not to have truly ſuffereg, but as it were to 
"have ſuffered, not ro be Born of a. Virgin, 
*nor to be Born at all. After theſe comes 
- Apeltes, and he ſays Chriſt was neither inthe 
. appearance nor in the ſubſtance of a trye 
Body ; 
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«Body; but for afmuch as he deſcended 
© from the ſuperior Places, in his deſcent he 
* wove for himſelf a Fleſh of the ſubſtance of 
* the Stars and Air; and m his aſcent reſtor- 
© ed to each Element what he had borrowed ; 
* and the parts of his Body being thus dif- 
* perſed, only his Spirit went to Heaven. 
[ See the fame Author De Carne Chriſt: : 
er toturs.) Thus you have ſeen Antichrift 
hath denicd Chriit to have come in his Fleſh : 
And I hope therefore you will correct your 
allertion, that he doth not denie this nor wall : 
Icit you ſhould be thought to judge this mon- 
{trous error not foul enough to be called An- 
rtichriſtianifim. And thus your foundation, 
viz. Antichriſt confeſles Chriſt to be come 
in his Fleſh and Bodily appearance at feruſa- 
lem, being thrown down z that which you 
bave built upon it, falls with it, viz. That 
therefore Antichriſt,denying Chriſt to be come 
in Fleſh, muſt be underſtood of his coming 
in the Fleſh of his Servants, his revealing 
himſelf in the Heart. - I add, as for Chritt's 
coming in Fleſh, as this ſignifies his own Fleſh, 
his incarnation, or his mean condition; We 
every where read of it in Scripture. As, 
The Word was made Fleſh. God ſent his Son 
in the likeneſs of Sinful Fleſh. God ſent forth 
bus Son made of a Woman, made tmader the Law: 
He wa mate lite unto us in all thinss, He

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took upon himthe form of a Servant, and was 


wade in the Itkeneſs of Men. But mn what 
places of Scripture his coming in Fleſh figni- 
fies his appearance in our Hearts, I require 
ou to ſhew; and withal, what Hereticks 
ave denied this coming, as I have ſhewed 
many that have demied the former. 
Bur there is another rendring of St. Zohr's 
words, which perhaps may give you a bet- 
ter underſtanding both of the confeſſing of 
Chriſt, and alſo of his coming in Fleſh: viz. 
every Spirit (1 Joh. 4. 2, 3.) which confeſſeth 
feſms Chriſt, who came m Fleſh ['& ougul 1a 
Aubry] is of God. Every Spirit which con- 
feſſeth not Feſus Chrift, who came in Fleſh, is 
not of God. And then the Senſe 1s plainly 
this : He is the true Prophet, which confet- 
ſes Chriſt, though he was in the mean condt- 
tion of a Man, made Man, and made a Ser- 
vant. And he 1s the falſe Prophet which 
denies him, and doth ſo upon this account. 
Which confeſſion is the acknowledgment of 
his Perſon, w#z. That he is the Chriſt and 
the Son of God ; and the acknowledgment 
of his whole Doctrine. And which denial is 
likewiſe the denial of both. According to 
this Senſe we read throughout the Epiſtle. 
Verſ: 14. 15. We have ſeen and do Teſt ifie, 
that the Father ſent the Son to be the Saviour 
of the World, Whoſeever ſhall confeſs that 
| rn 3 MY Jeſus 
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feſms 1s the Son of God, God awelleth in hin 
and he in God, Chap. 2. 18. 22. 23. 26, 
Even now are there many Antichr.ſt's. Who 
is a Liar, but he that denieth that feſus is the 
Chrift ? He is Antichriſt that demeth the Fa- 
ther and the Son. Whoſoever denieththe Son, 
the ſame hath not the Father. Theſe things 
have I written to you Concerning them that 
Seduce you. Chap, F. 1. Whoſgever beliew- 
eth that Feſws is the Chriſt, is Born of God. 
Verſ. 5. Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that feſms is the Son of 
God? Verſ. 20. We know that the Son of God 
is cogge. Thus alfo' in his 2 Epiſt. Verſ. 7. 
Many deceivers are entred inte the World, who 
confeſs not Feſus Chriſt coming [or who did 
COME, #g26urey ] in Fleſh. Verſ. 9. Whoſoe- 
ver abideth not in the Dottrine of Chriſt, hath 
not God. If any bring not this Dottrine, re- 
ceive him not into your Hoxſe. In his Goſpel 
we have the ſame. Chap. 20. 31. Theſe 
ſigns are written, that ye may believe that fe- 
ſus is the Chrift. This was the principal 
thing to be Preached and Believed, A. 9. 
20, 22. and 2. 36. Rom. 10. 9. And hereby *' 
True and Falſe Prophets were known. 1 Cor. 
12.3. No man ſpeaking by the Spirit of God, 
calleth Feſus accurſed | anathema, vile, Mar. 
9. 39. and no man can ſay that feſus is the 
Lord, but by the Holy Gheſt, This - the 
ame 
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of the whole is this : The true Prophets con- 
fels that Chriſt the Son of God 1s come, and 
that Jeſs who came in Fleſh, 1s he. The 
falſe Prophets deny both, So that accord- 
ing to this rendring of the words (which 1s 
ſo much ſtrengthened by what is ſo oft repeat- 
edin this Epiſtle, and 1s a chief deſign of it) 
your myſtical interpretation can not likewiſe 
ſtand, Chriſt's coming in Fleth here alſo 
plainly ſignifying his bodily appearance in 
the World in the condition of a Man, and 
not his ſpiritual appearance in the Hearts of 
his Servants -as he 1s a Spirit and, the 
Word. 

G.K. Woman Preacher. p. 6. *Outwardly 
*Chriſt told her only concerning her Huſ-+ 
© hands that were Dead, and how the man 
© ſhe had was not her Husband, (oh. 4. 28. 
*29. 30.) And certainly m fo ſhort a time 
«© they had together (perhaps but an Hour) 
« words could not tell her half, nor the hun 
t dredth part of all that ever ſhe did. Chriſt 
«therefore in her Reart told her all thcfe 
« things, as he well could even in a moment 
* bring all things before her and tell her ail 
« things in her Life. J And many an hone!t 
man ſays as ſhe did, who never means as 
you do, who underſtand this Woman's words 
in the {trictcſt Senſe, that Chriſt told her 

| not 
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not only half, but even all that ſhe ever did 
in her whole Life, not an ace abated; and 
that not only belonging to her Sins, but all; 
of what nature fo ever. Such univerſals 
not only in our common ſpeech, bur in the 
ſacred writings have their limitation. Joh. 
3.32. No man receiveth his Teſtimony. Yet' 
Verſ. 33. He that hath received hu Teſtimony; 
8c. And Chap. 1. 11. As many as received 
him, to them gave he power, &&c. Mat. 23. 3; 
All whatſcever the Scribes and Phariſees bid 
you obſerve; obſerve and do, Yet verl. 16. 
They were Blind Gxides ; and ſaid, to Swear 
by the Temple was nothing: and taught 
men to break the Commandment of God, and 
tanght for Dottrine the Commandments of 
men Chap. 15. Again, Chap. 10. 22. Ye 

ſhall be hated of all men. Yet verl. 40. He 

that receiveth you, Again, Chap. 3. 5. 6: 
All Jeruſalem and Judea went out ana were 
Baptiſed of John. Yet Luk. 7. 30. The Pha- 
ria were not Baptiſed of him. See Luk. 2. 
1.3. At.24.5. and 2.47. Eph. 5.24. Ph. 
2. 2I, But indeed told he her mwardly of e- 
very word ſhe had ſpoken, and of every 
thought ſhe had conceived, every ſtep ſhe 
had taken, every ſcrat ſhe had given her 
Head, every bit of Bread fhe had eaten, eve- 
ry figh, prayer, bargain, cough, breath, ſpit- 
ting, that ſhe was concerned in from her 
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youth to that preſent time? Did he bring 
all theſe betore her ? Towhat purpoſe ſhoul 
it be ? I can ſooner beheve that a Saint, or 
Angel eſpecially, in Heaven, can hear all the 
Papiſts that call upon hum at once through- 
out the world. And from hence let them 
*fetch a proof for thei Doctrine and Practice 
in that particular for ever after, which I be- 
lieve they never dreamed on. before ; and 
do yon Yrakers anfwer them. I believe 
(chooſe you whether you will or not ) that 
if after this difcourſe one had asked this Wo- 
man of an hundred things which ſhe had 
done, yes of an hundred fins which the had 
committed in thought, word, and deed, ſhe 
would have been found as ignorant of them 
as you are, . and that not only (as you may 
fay) becauſe they preſently after their appear- 
ance vaniſhed away again, but becaule they 

never appeared at all.

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Eve. For (1) as men here are rea! men, and 
what is ſpoken of them ought to be taken in 
the Literal ſenſe : ſo are Women here real 
Women, and what is ſpoken of them ought 
ſo likewiſe to. be taken, there being not the 
leaſt expreſſed that ſignifies the contrary. 
Women adorning themſelves with Apparel, 
Women proſeſſing Godlineſs; ſignifies as much 
literally, as Men Praying, Men lifting up 
hands without wrath doth, And therefore ſo 
doth the Womans learning in ſilence, the Wo- 
mans not Teaching, not Uſurping Authority 
over the Man; the plural Number being on- 
ly changed into the ſingular, which ſingular 
alſo hath a plural ſignification, as is ufual, 
and as you find again v. 15. and as is evident 
from the parallel place where the plural is 
expreſſed: x Cor.14.34. Let your Women keep 
ſilence in the Churches; for it us not permuted 
anto them to ſpeak; but they are commanded to 
be under _—_ as alſo ſaith the Law; and 
if they will learn any thing, let them as their 
Husbands at home ; for it 1s a ſhame for Wo- 
men to ſpeak_in the Church, Where obſerve 
(leſt you ſhould ſtill refiſt) the Women are 
fuch as have. Husbards, and thoſe at home, 
and that as d;ſ#;a& fiom the Church, viz. in 
their ſ-veral houſes; and unto real Women 
ih the literal ſenſe did the Law ſpeak, com- 
manding them to be under obedience, cven 
as 
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as of real Women nm the literal ſenſe, it ſpake 
"the ſame place of their bringing forth chil- 
dren in Sorrow, Gen. 3. 16. Such therefore, 
and in the literal ſenſe are here tro be under- 
ſtood : and therefore ſich in the ſame ſenſe in 
our preſent Texr, it being altogether the 
ſame with this. (2 ) Aden and Women are 
here diſtinguiſhed ; the ditterent Sexes, Mae 
and Female, are ſpoken of ; ſuch as Adam and 
Eve were. For the Apoſtle ſhews diſtinctly 
what the one ſhould do, and what the other. 
Whereas according to your ſenſe no ſuch di- 
ſtinction ought to be underſtood , for that 

fleſh or fallen reaſon belongs to the Male as 
well as Female. So that if that be (as you 
ſay it is) the meaning of Woman ,' then the' 

Male as well as Female is prohibited to teach 
and uſurp authority. And ſo one of you 
ſpeaks. Parker's Teſtimony, p. 30. Chriſt 1s 

one in the Female as well as Male, and where 

he Rules, he may and ought to ſpeak : and 
this is according to Scripture, But let the 

Woman be filent. According to this Author, 

the Man as well as the Woman is fleſþ and 

fallen reaſon; for that it may be likewiſe ſaid, 

Let the Man be ſilent, let Chriſt only ſpeak, 

Thus the Woman is become the Man, which 

is contrary to the Apoſtles diſcourſe, which 

makes an abſolute difference. (3) You make 


the Apoſtle ſay thus: 'I ſuffer not the fleſs 
E 3 and 
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and fallen reaſon to teach aud uſwrp Authority 
over the man ; for Adam was firſt formed, then 
Eve. Which 1s incongruous,. and therefore 
not the Apoſtles mind. Thus having ſhew- 
ed the true ſenſe to be the literal, I tell you 
now (as you ask ) what we ſhall gain by it; 
viz.. That yon have falſe interpreted; and a 
greater thing than that, your ſuffering Wo- 
men to Teach is contrary. to the Apoſtles 
Dottrine, who fays, I ſuffer them not. But 
vou will reply , not ſo however. For- thug 
ſays G. K. 1614. p. 21. * What ſort of Women 
< is it that Pax/ doth not permit to ſpeak in 
£ the Church, x Cor. 14. 1 Tim.2? Let us look 
<.into the Context of both places, and that 
<.will clear it, For they are (x) Unlearned. 
© (2) Tatling: (3) Unruly, proud Women. 
<All which is implied in theſe words, Let the 
< Waman leary in Silence with all Subjettion, 
*.(4) Vain, given to gaudy Apparel. (5) Such 
<©/as Wurped Authority over the Man, (6) 
<.Such as were in the Tranſgrefſion, as the 
* firſt Womanwas.. (7). Such as Tranſgreſs 
< the Law, and are not -cothe to be: ander 
* Grace, So'afeven-fold fart.af Women are 
< not permitted.” by \ Pas/ to ſpeak in- the 
< Church] | Well , then the - literal! ſenſe is 
granted, and we need not your condeſcention 11 
admiring it, - For unlearned, tatling, unruly 
Women arc real Women, aud their fpeaking 
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js real ſpeaking. And then I require you to 
ſhew, and not barely to fay it, that St. Pax/ 
means by Women, the fleſh and fallen reaſon; 
not that you may .ſo uſe his words, but thar 
this is his mind ; for to expornd (as you do 
here) 1s to give the ſenſe intended If yer not- 
withſtanding your words, you do not grant 
the literal ſenſe, then you have done vainly 
in giving us divers ſorts of real Women, and 
your whole diſcourſe following in your Book 
which proceeds of theſe, is idle, Burt I muſt 
take it for granted that real Women are 
meant :_ and now my task muſt be to con- 
ſider, whether the Apoſtle ſo ſpeaks -as that 
we may ſee he doth not forbid all forts of 
Women to ſpeak in rhe Church. The Con- 
text of both places (which you ſay will.clear 
that he doth not) ſhall be repreſented, x Cor, 
14. 34,35. But let your Women keep flence in 
the Chierches ; for it is not permitted to them 
to ſpeak; but they are commanded to be under 
obedience, as alſo ſaith the Law. And if th 
will learn any thing , let them ask their Huſ- 
bands at home : for it is a ſhame for Women to 

ſpeak in the Church, This is all he ſpeaks in 
this place. And where is the diſtinftion he 
makes, telling us theſe may, rhefe may not 
fpeak inthe Church 2 ov what is that which 
intimates fo much ? Bur obſerve, your women 2 


means not this all forts? . And, They are com- 
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awanded ta be under obedience, as alſo ſaith the 
Law. Are not good as well as bad to be 
under obedience ? And ſaid not the Law fo 
to all, Gen. 3. 16? Again, It i a ſhame for 
them to ſpeak in the Church. Why (6, but 
becauſe this 1s to Uſurp Authority ? Which to 
do is a ſhame to the beſt as well as worſt. 
And know you, that the Apoſtle diſcourſes 
throughout the Chapter of ſuch perſons as 
had gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, and upon thar 
account are called ſpiritxal, v.1.12,15,16,37. 
See c. 3. 1. & 12. 1. Gal. 6, 1. So that theſe 
Women as well as athers muſt keep filence 
in the Chuech. The orher place, 1 Tim. 2. 
runs thus, v. 9. Fc. I mill that women adorn 
themſelues in modeſt apparel, with ſhamefaced- 
neſs and ſobriety, not with braidered hair, but 
(as becometh women profeſſing godlineſs) with 


good works. Let the woman learn in ſilence with 


all ſubjeftion. Is this to ſay, Women that a- 
dorn.not themſelves in modeſt apparel with 
ſhamefacedneſs, nor good works, muſt learn 
in ſilence? Or is it not to ſay, Women muſt 
adorn themſelves fo, and they. muſt learn in 
filence ? If: this be nor the ſenſe, I deſpair of 
ever underſtanding plain words. And then, 
as all Women muſt ſo adorn themſelves, fo 
muſt all learn in ſilence, even they that are 
ſo adorned, as the Text plainly ſhews. For, 
fay if you dare, ſuch are nat to learn » {i- 
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(ence with ſubjeftion. It follows: But 1 ſuf5 
fer not 4 woman to teach, nor to Uſurp Atthe- 
rity over the Man, but to be in ſilence, Not a 
Woman : this is as univerſal as can be ſpo- 
ken, and cannot ſignify a vain, fooliſh, proud 
Woman only. For then it would follow, 
ſuch as are not ſo, may Uſurp Authority o- 
ver the Men. And then the better Women 
are, the worſe will Mens condition be, if tq 
be uſurped over ſignify ill to them, as I think 
all men will grant, thongh perhaps ſome 
Women will not. And note, this Woman- 
teaching is either the ſame, or elſe ſuch ano - 
ther thing, as uſurping authority over the 
Man, which ta all right minds fignifies bad 
enough.” It follows: . For Adam was firſt for- 
med, then Eve. Speaks this to idle Women 
only? Ir ſpeaks to all the Sex, telling them 
that Man was deſigned of God to be the Su- 
perior, in that he was firſt created, and the 
Woman after him, and out of him, and for 
his uſe. Such another univerſal reaſon fol- 
lows: And Adam was not deceived, but the 
woman being deceived was in the Tranſgreſſion, 

How good and wiſe ſoever Women are, the 
conſideration that all fin and miſery firſt 
came upon us by their Sex, ſhould keep them 
in ſubjeftion. Now when the Apoſtle ſays, 
1 ſuffer not a wonan to Teach, nor ro Uſurp 
Ax:hority over the Man ; whether his _ 
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be («s you ſay it is) that ſuch Women may 
not Teach as ufirp. Authority : or whether 
it be 'not, as his very words are, Women, 
none of them, may Teach, nor uſarp Au- 
thoriry, I leave to the Reader to judge. And 
{b when he tybjoins, For Adam was not de- 
ceived, but the woman being decerved was in 
the Tranſgreſſion: whether it be not a rea- 
fon, why no Woman whatever ſhould Teach 
or uſurp Authority over the Man : or whe- 
ther (ag you ſay) his meaning is, that ſach 
as are in the Tranſgretſion as Eve was muſt 
not Teach, or uſuxp Authority oyer the Man ; 
let the 'Reader alſo judge. Thus 1 have 
ſhewed both that real Women in the lite- 
ral ſenſe are meant, and all forts of them. 
But yet you ſay p. 22. What if Pax/ had 
$ ſaid concerning all Women at Corinth and 
« Epheſus , that he did not permit them to 
* ſpake? will ittherefore follow that Women 
* arenot-to ſpake in any caſe in the Church? 
© They might at that time, being but young, 
* not-have the requiſite qualifications. J (1) 
He forbids not any ſort of ſþeaking, bur 
Teaching; and any ſuch ſpeaking which ſigni- 
hesuſiirping Authority over the Man, and is 
contrary*to- the Womans ſabjection, as hig 
words ſufficiently expreſs. (2) Since the 
Churchof Corinth was enriched in all ſpiritu- 
al gifts (x Cor, I. 5. 7, Chap. 12, Chap, 14. 
T; 
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it is not probable that none bf the-Womert 
were partakers of the ſame, and ſufficiently 
qualified, as the Men were. (3) There 1g 
not the leaſt intimation of any ſuch thing as 
their imperfect qualifications, and that this 
was the reaſon of the Apoſtles prohibition 
but his Arguments (as hath been ſhewed) 
are all of an univerſal nature, and his prohi- 
bition abſolute. To conclude: As you ſay, 
Hear Bernard; ſo ſay I hear Tertallian. De 
Veland. Virg. Chap. 9. Non permittitur Mu- 
lieri, &c. Itis not permitted a Woman to 
Speak in the Church, nor to Teach, nor ta 
Baptiſe, nor to Otter, nor to do any of the 
Mans Office, much leſs to-exerciſe the Prieſt- 
ly function. And how can that be lawfil to 
a Virgin, which is not lawful toany Woman? 
Adverſ. Her. Chap, 41. The Heretical Wo- 
men are {0 —_ that they dare to Teach, 
to Contend, to Exorciſe, te undertake cures, 
and perhaps to Baprtiſe. 
Women-Preach.p.15. * They have ſcrap- 
* ed out of many old Authors. They have 


* ſtolen the words of God concerning the' ex- 


£ periences of the Saints, as the Falſe Pro- 
* phets of eld, of whom the Lord faid, Jer. 23. 
© 30, 31, 32. Behold [ aw againſt the Falſe 
* Prophets which ſteal my Words —— They 
* ſhall not Profit my People at all. And is not 
* this fulfiYed abundantly? where is —_— 
* firing 
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* fiting of the People? do they not remain 
« ſtill in their Sins? J Theſe Prophets ſpake 
* Peace tothe People when all manner of im- 
pieties were committed, and told them that 
evil ſhould not come upon them, as other 
Prophets had gdenonnced. And this they 
ſpake not as their own private judgment, but 

retended to have received it from the Lord 
immediatly by Dreams and FYifrons: and fo 
incouraged them the more in their Wicked- 
neſs. Verſ. 17. They ſay ſtill unto them that 
deſpiſe me, the Lord hath ſaid, ye ſhall have 
peace, no evil ſhall come upon you. Verl. 25, 
They Propheſie Lies in my Name, ſaying, I have 
Dreamed, $0 in our Text, / am againſt them 
that Propheſie falſe Dreams, and cauſe my Peo- 

le to err by their Lies, yet I ſent them not. $0 
alſo Chap. 6.14. and B. 11. and 28.8, 9. 
Now 1s this to ſpeak the experience of the 
Saints, true and ſound Doctrine, the very 
word of God? And 1s God againſt us for fo 
daing, as he was againſt theſe falſe Prophets, 
who both feigned a viſion, and alſo corrupted 
the truth, ſpeaking peace to the wicked ? bs he 
angry when we like honeſt men, having no vi- 
ſion, pretend none, bur as faithfully warn men 
of their Sins as if we had, ſaying to the Rebel- 
Lous they ſhall Die, & endeavour to turn eve- 
ry one from his evil ways, 6& preach the Truth 
2s we have learned from his written Oracles ?

If we ſhould receive the word immediarly 
from his Mouth, it would be but the very 
ſame. Conſcience, where art thou ? bluſh for 
this accuſation, and for the abuſe of ſacred 
Scripture, Ifwe were Knaves, we might 
pretend Inſpiration as well as others; Ir isan 
Argument of our Honeſty and fear of God, 
that we do not, when we might gain admira» 
tion and a croud of Diſciples as well as o- 
thers, if we did. But ſee we whether-you 
have not likewiſe erred asto the other words; 
They ſhall not profit this People at all. Which 
you underſtand thus, they ſhall not edifie 
their Souls in Righteouſneſs, .I thus, De- 
ſtruction ſhall fall upon this people, though 
theſe Prophers ſay it ſhall not, but Prophe- 
ſie peace to them: Their word which iscon- 
cerning good, ſhallnot come topals. Verl: 19. 
Behold a Whirlwind ts gone forth : it ſhall fall 
upon the head of the Wicked, Chap. 14. 13. 
IF. 16, They Prophecy a falſe Viſion, and a 
thing of naught. They ſay Sword and Famin 
ſhall not be in the Land. By Sword and Famin 
ſhall thoſe Prophets be conſumed : and the Peo- 
ple to whom they Propheſie, ſhall be caſt out in 
the Streets of Jeruſalem becauſe of the Famin 
and the Sword, Thus in many other places 
we read, where alſo the ſame word yy? is 
uſed, As Chap. 7. 8. Te traſt «mn words which 
cannot profit, The meaning you have. yerl.. 

I4. 
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T4. I will do nts this People as I have dont 
wwto Shiloh. Yide etiam Chap. 12. 13. Iſa. 
30.5. and 44.9. and 47.12. and F7. 12. 
But becauſe you ſay no Preachers can profit 
the ay ay unleſs they receive their word im- 
mediatly from God, let me add, ads you have 
no proof inthis place, fo I challenge you ro 
produce any other Text for this affertion ? 
and admoriiſhyon that you make not the effi- 
cacy of the word to depend altogether npori 
the Perſons that Miniſter. For Paz! Plants, 
and polls Waters, but God giveth the in- 
creaſe. Ir is a rational word; and carries 
conviction in its divine nature: and what 
makes it more'prevalent, it bears the autho- 
rity of God, and is accompanied with the o- 
peration of his Spirit. Afoſes and the Pro- 
phets- were Dead when our Saviour ſpake 
thoſe words, If rhey hear not them, neither will 
they be perſwaded though one roſe from the 
Dead. So that he thonght the hearing of 
their writings read uf.the Synagogues, or 
the peoples reading of them themſelves, or 
their knowledge of them, was firfficient for 
their repentanee'; and if this prevailed nor, 

ther would Moſes and the Prophets them- 

lves, if they fhould'coffie again. For alaſs 

r prevailed they, whenthey did Preach, 
nobdurat and-profligat Sinners? And: the 

whic commonly Miniſtred hong 
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the Jews, you know wete not Prophets nof 
Inſpired, received.not their word iramediatly 
from the Lord, but read the Book of Moſes 
and the Prophets to the People. Which 'alfo 
our Saviour did. And St. Paul charged that 
his Epiſtle ſhould be read unto the brethren 
in the Church. Zak, 4. 26. At, i5.-2x. 
Col. 4.16. 1 Theſ. 5. 27. 1 Tm. 4. 14. Farnſ- 
worth's Prieſt's sgnorance. p. 2. * The: Teach- 
ers of the Workd have the chief places / in

It would be all one, if it had been thus ſaid, 
ſtanding being not expreſled, they love to 
Pray in the Synagognes, and in the Corners 
of the Streets, that they may be ſeen of Men. 
(3) Nor is Praying in High-places in the 
Synagogues, as our Miniſters do in Pulpits, 
forbidden, as you Interpret again. For the 
word 657 doth not ſo fignifie of it ſelf, nor 
is their any thing in the Text which imports 
fo much, bat . rather the contrary. For 
whereas they ſtood alſo in Corners of Streets, 
it is altogether improbable that they. had 
High-places built there for this purpoſe, or 
that they climbed up.upon the Walls of the 
Houſes, And if this were the thing p——_—

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then if they had Prayed in a Low place, th 
would have efaped the accuſation ; whi 
in nowiſe is to be believed. Nor do I think 
you will acquit our Muuſters when they 
pray in their Seat below. True, the Phari- 
lees had High-places in the Synagogues. 
But thoſe donot neceſſarily ſignifie high from 
the Ground, but high in eſteem; the Wor- 
thieſt, not the Talleſt. For ſuch they had 
allo at Feaits, which ſurely were not as high 
above the common Table, asa Pulpit is from 
the Ground : and others that ſat od, than 
they, yet ſat as high in the Air ; and. indeed 
all of them ſar, if not lay down, upon the 
very Ground, or Floor, or not two yards a- 
bove it. For the words of the Text are theſe,

'tainly ſach there were beſides that ſect, and 


moreover all of that fe that were ſuch, 


\were not Doors and Rylers : and therefore 
all that Prayed Hypocrnically in the Syna- 


-gogues had not high places in your Senſe. 
And further, I cannot think yon condemn of 
hypocrifie all that Pray mour Galleries, And 
yet you may do it with as much reaſon as 
condemn our Miniſters ofhypocriſie for Pray- 
ing in Palpits, both being equally high pla- 
ces. And now that you may underſtand 


. the Text better, note that it is hypocritical 


Praying that is there condemned. As is plain 
enough from the words themſelves : When 
thox prayeſt thou ſhalt not be as the Hypocrites : 
for they love to pray ſtanding in the Synagognes, 
and in the Corners of the Streets, that they may 
be ſeen of Men. And ſire enough their pray- 
ing in the Synagopries was ſuch as their pray- 
Ing in Corners of Streets, with which it is 
Joined, a ſire mdication of hypocriſy. Which 
all praying, or ſtanding praymg is not. And 
Rr it was this : Gomg to rhe Syha- 
gognes commonly to make their privat Pray- 
ers. ' As the oppoſition ſheweth, Be whey 
thou Pr 4 enter imto thy Cloſet, and when 
thou bat f ut thy door, Pray, &&c.

I cannot but ad- 
moniſh you here to look into your Bibles, and 
confider how the Texts ftand which you cte, 
and not to conclude every portion of Scrip- 
ture which cometh into your mind, to be in- 
fuſed by the Holy Ghoſt, for you to make uſe 
of to the purpoſe which you intend,and there- 
fore not daring toexamin it for the right ſenſe, 
leſt you ſhould diſobey that Holy One, and 
the work ſhould ſmell a little of human ſtudy 
and care.

12, Let me hear you 
fay, all men, Heathens as well as Chriſtians, 
have the Spirit of Prophecy in their Hearts, 
which teſtifies of Jeſns, and Propheſies ef 
him, ſpeaks of things to come, of his Name, 
his Servants, his worſhip, his Enemies, his 
Kingdom and Church; as it ſpake, teſtified, 
and propheſied in the Angel and the Apoſtle, 
as appears by the whole Book. x

Hold faſt the forn 
of ſound words which thou haſt learned of me 
Chap. 3. 14. Continue thox in the things which. 
thou haſt learned and haſt been affevd of 
knowing of whom thou haſt learned them, anc 
that from a Child thou haſt known the Hol) 
Scripteres, which are able to make thee wiſ, 
unto Salvation through Faith which is in Chriþ 
Zeſus. All Scripture is given 'by Inſpiration 
and 1s profitable for Dottrine; for Reproof, for 
Correttion, for Tnſtruttion in Righteouſneſs : 
that the man of God [ Timothy, or any other 
ſuch Preacher, 1 Tim. 6. 11.] may be perfect, 
#hrowghly furniſhed unto all good works. 1 Tim 
4. 11. Theſe things command and teach. Vetrl 
I3. If. Give attendance to reading, to exhorta- 
zron;' to dottrine, Meditate upon theſe things 
we thy ſelf wholly to them, that thy profiting 
n appear to all, Chap. 3. 14, IF. Theſe 
things write 1 unto thee, that thou mayeſi 
know how to behave thy ſelf in the houſe of God.- 
2 Tim. 2. 2. The things which thou haſt heard 
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thou to Faithful men, who ſhall be able to Teach 


others alſo. Vide etiam. Tit.1, 9. and 2. 15. 
Here then are Miniſters of the Dottrine which 
they had learned and had been taught of 
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men, and of things commutted to them by 
others, and ftudying Miniſters. If rhey had 
received the word by Revelation like Sr. 
Paxl, what need he teach and direct them? 
Did he teach and direct the other Apoſtles 
thus? Was the word commitred to them by 
men? Had they learned it of others? Were 
they who were ſent forth immediatly by 
Chciſt and the Inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt, 
choten of men as being judged Faithful z 
(3) But now let us view the Text from 
whence vou have taken occaſion to ſpeak as 
yon do: a little confideration of which would 
kave delivered you from your errors: viz. 
2 Cor. 3. 5. &c. Not that we are ſufficient of 
our ſelves to think any thing as of our ſelves, 
but our ſufſicience is of God, Thus having 
told them from whence they had their abslity, 
he next tells them what a word it 1s which 
they Preached i Verſ: 6.

the Spirit of the Lord, Wherefore he con- 
cludes, Chap. 4. 1. Therefore ſeeing we have 
this Miniſtry, as we have receive mercy we 
faint not. So that the Letter 1s ſuch a word 
as is external, obſcure, dead and lifeleſs, 
which is without the Spirit, and which Con- 
condemns: And theretore by no means can 
be the Dottrine of the Goſpel, which on rhe 
contrary is of an intetnal nature, perſpicuous, 
quick and powerful, which is accompanied 
with the Spirit, and which holds forth juſti- 
fication. And that itis the Law, is manifeſt, 
in that as the Lerter Killeth, ſo he tells us 
of the Miniſtration of Death, which you your 
felves will acknowledge to be the Law : and 
this Miniſtration; which is the Law, ſo” exact- 
ly anſwers the Lerrer, that it is ſaid to be 
& yeouweny, in Letters : and as the Letter 
ſignities that which is external (Rom. 2. 
28, 29.) ſo this Miniſtration 1s wre]umudyy 
e&y ates, Engraven in Stones, verl. 7. In this 
ſenſe we find him uſing the fame terms, 
Rom. 7.6. We are delivered from the Law, 
that we ſhould ſcrue in newaeſs of Spirit, and 
ngs 
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And as for the 
killing of the Letter, we read it thus, v. 12, 
Sin taking occaſion by the Commandment, de- 
ceived me, and flew me, Again, C. 8. 2. The 
law of the Spirit of life in Chriſt 7eſus hath 
made me free from the law of fin and death. 
But T have an argument which I dare fay 
yon will not deny, viz. G. Fox fays, the 
Letter here is the Law. Treatiſe of Swearing, 
P. 52. © And fo the Apoſtles were made able 
* Miniſters of Chriſt, and of the New-Tefta- 
* ment, and not o* the /etrer of the Prophets, 
*and of the /aw in the Old Teftament, in 
© which there was Swearing ; for the /etter 
« killeth, but the Spirit giveth life. Why the 
Apoſtle calleth the /aw the /errer, in oppoſt- 
tion to the Spirit, belongs not to our preſent 
bufineſs to explain. I only therefore refer 
the Reader for fatisfattion to ver. 7.8,17,18. 
Heb. 8. 10. & 10.1. & 9. 10. Gal, 3.2, 24. & 
4. 3,9. 1Cor.12.8,9, 10. Tit.3.6. 706.7. 39. 
Rom. 5.5. And how it Kills, and is the mini- 
ſtration of Death and Condemnation, he may 
learn from Rom.

(1) If Mordec.y 
refuted to bow ta Hamai, and ſhew him re- 
yerence out of Conſcience, | wonder his Con- 
ſcience permitred him to reccive greater ho- 
nour lumſelt', in riding clo: ithed with the 
Royal Apparel, and upon the King's Horſe, 
through the City, with Proclamation made 
betoze 
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before him of the King's favour, EF. 6. If the 
King had commanded him.to ſee this honoux 
performed towards Haman, I believe he 
would have refuſed as well as he did to bow z 
and that he would likewiſe have refuſed to 
run before him, or to wait npon him at his, 
Table, if he cauld have done it with equal 
ſafety. For that his refuſal was not out of 
Conſcience, we have this evidence, any of 
as good Conſcience as he both gave and re- 
ceived this reverence: (you take for granted 
that no other bowing and reverencing 1s meant 
than what is ordinary among us at this day : 
and they gave and received alſo titles of 
Honour, 1 Kings 1. 23. Nathan the Prophet 
bowed himſelf before the King with his face to 
the ground, and ſaid, My Lora, O King, C.18.7. 
Obadiah fell on his face, and ſaid, Art thou 
that my Lord Elijah? v. 12, 13. 1 thy ſervant 
fear the Lord from my youth. Was it not told 
my Lord, &c. Gen 23. 7. Abraham ſtood up 
and bowed himſelf to the people of the Land. 
C. 33. 3, 14. Jacob bowed hinpſelf to Eſau, and 
ſaid, Let my Lord paſs over before his ſervant. 
1 Chron. 29. 20. All the Congregation bowed 
down their heads, and worſhipped the Lord and 
the King. Now let the reaſon be ſhewed, 
why the ſingle example of Aordecay ſhould 
prevail againſt all theſe. But beſides exam- 
ples, we have a precept : Lev. 19. 32, en

And where- 
as you interpret that command of our Sa- 
viour, by his Apoſtle, Honozrr all men, to fig- 
nify that we love them, and 4s cod to them, 
as if this were all; common ſenſe reacherh 
you that theſe are two 4:t;nt* precepts: and 
you might have learned ſo much from rhat 
very place which you cite, where they arc 
diſtinctly named : 1 Pet. 2. 17, Honoxr al! 
men: Love the Brotherhood, SoRom.12.10 
Be kindly affe tioned one to another with bro- 
therly love ; in honour prefering one another, 
3) You miſerably confound two ſorts of re- 
a that in j#d7ment with that of civility. 
And it is a wonderfil thing that you cannot 
diſcern the difference, when you cite the ve- 
ry Text which plainly ſhews it; Lev. 19. 1F, 
Ye ſhall do no _ tcouſneſs in Judgrpent : 
thorn ſhalt not reſpett the # gs of the Poor, 
nor honour the perſon of the Mighty : but in 
% mma Par fhalr than judre 7 Neighbour, 
here you might have obſerved, that re- 
ſpeCting of the Poor, is as well forbidden as 
of the Rich : and that it is a peculiar injun-

neither the Poor be favoured for his poverty, « | 


nor the Mighty for his greatneſs ; but jxdze 
the Cauſe julit as it is in it ſelf, without any 
regard to the perſons. Which 1s quite another 
thing than to put off the Hat, Riſe up, or 
Bow, or fay vir, in our common diſcourſe. 
Which kind of reſpect you would prove our 
Savioxr gave not, from the reſtimony of his 
Enemies : bur with the like perverting of the 
Text ; which like the former, ſpeaks of giv- 
ing faithful j#dgment, and of declaring the 
Truth, without favoxr to any perſon; as the 
bare recital of the Text will ſhew. Luk. 20. 
21. 22. Maſter, we know that thow ſayeſt and 
teacheſt rightly, neither accepteſt tho the per- 
ſon of any, but teacheſt the way of God truhy : 
[s it lawful to give Tribute to Cielar, or no? 
(4) As for St. James's words, let us conſider 
them diligently. c. 2. x. Have not the Faith 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt with reſpett of perſons. 
That St. Zames ſpeaks this, not againſt all re- 
ſpect, but that the Poor as well as the Rich 
ſhould be regarded, and that they ſhould not 
be contemned, will appear by what follows. 
For ſays he next: For if there come into your 
Aſſembly a man with 4 gold Ring, in goodly Ap- 
parel, and there come in alſo a poor man mm vile 
rayment , and ye have reſpeft to [nCrniorne, 
look upon] him that weareth the gay cloath - 
ins, and ſay unto him, fit thou fork in 4 
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good place, and ſay to the poor , ſtand thoy 
+ See c: 3. there, or ſit here wal my F oor ſtool, 
17.A8.1g. 4 Je not then * partial in your 
9. ICor.11. ſelves, and are become judges of e- 
29+ vil thoughts? Take away then 
this partiality, and let the poor be reſpected, 
and then the Apoſtle is ſar:sfied. Ler them 
not be put under the Foot-ttool, bur be put 
in a good place, as the Rich are, and he will 
not condemn us. He ſpeaks nor agzinit the 
reſpect of the Rich, but the neglect and con- 
tempt of the Poor. In favour of them he 
writes ; telling us withal that we jwage amils, 
and not as Chriſtianity hath inſtructed us, 
if we think that there 1s any great matter in 
a few fine cloaths, and in riches, and that a 
poor man may be ſlighted meerly upon the 
accaunt of his poverty; for the Rich may be 
a very Enemy of God and all goodneſs, and 
the Poor may be as much adorned with ver- 
tuc, which is the true Riches, as the other 
js with gold. As it follows: Hearken my 
beloved Brethren, hath not God choſen the poor 
of this world, rich in Faith, and hears of the 
Kingdom, which he hath promiſed to them that 
love him? But ye have deſpiſed the poor, Theſe 
Lſt words ſhew again whereunto the Apo- 
ſtles diſcourſe tendeth, viz. That the Poor 
be not contemned, God, favs he, hath con- 
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in his diſtribution of divine things, having 
made them rich in faith, and ſo heirs of his 
own Kingdom ; and for this ſome of them 
you ſee are worthy to be regarded: but how- 
ever, to deſpiſe any of them, 1s to do con- 
trary to God, who hath choſen ſuch. Dy not 
rich men oppreſs you, and draw you before the 
ac Sunny uh ? Do they not blaſpheme that 
worthy name by which you are called? Riches 
make not men better ; for ſyme that have 
them, are the greateſt ſinners; and your Per- 
ſecutors; and theretore there 1s no reaſon to 
regulate your eltcem of men altogether for 
rheir ſake, Uf ve frlfil the royal law, according 
to the Scripture, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour 
As thy ſelf, ye ao well. It 1s well done be ſure 
to obſerve the great Commandment of the 
Law, which is alſo the Commandment of our 
Lord Chriſt in his Goſpel, love thy Nerghborr 
as thy ſelf. And this requires love to all, to 
the poor, for he is equally thy Neighbour : 
and if we muſt /ove him, we know then that 
this cannot conſiſt with the contempt of him. 
And as we would not be deſpiſed, if we were 
poor, fo ſhould we love others, as we doour 
telves, and not deſpiſe them that are in that 
condition. But if you have reſpeFt ro-perſons, 
ye commit ſin, and are convinced of the law as 
Tranſgreſſors. But know you, to reſpect per- 
ſons is directly forbidden in the /av. As Dexr, 
I. 17; 
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1. 17. Ye fall not reſpeft perſons in judgment : 
but you ſball hear the ſmall as well as the great. 
And to honour the Rich, and not the Poor, 
to look upon the one highly, and to deſpiſe 
the other, is 'uſt ſich another partiality as to 
hear the:great, and not the ſmall, to do juſtice 
tothe one,and not tothe other ; and therefore 
if you do thus, ye are alike convinced of the 
Law as Tranſgreflors. But. now, ſaid the 
Law, you ſhall not hovowr man; not any man 
whatever ? We know the contrary : for it is 
ſaid, Honoxrr Father and Mother : Hononr the 
Face of the Old Man. And therefore when 
it ſays, Have no reſpect of perſons, it can- 
not mean in this ſenſe. Acceptation of per- 
fons, and giving of honowr to men, are two 
very different things. Wherefore St. fames 
ſpeaking of that reſpet of perſons which the 
Law did condemn, he cannot be underſtood 
of chat which it did not condemn; namely, the 
honowring of men ;-as if he abſolutely prohi- 
hited it. ; Which we may know further can- 
notibe his meaning, m that it is contrary to 
St. Peter, who faith, Honewr all men. And all 
that I can obſerve from his whole diſconrſe 
(which we have ſeen) is, that he pleads for 
the dne- obſervation of this Precept, which is 
inconſiſtent with giving honour to the Rich, 
and noke'to: the Pogr, reſpetting, thoſe, and 
drfſpiſing' theſe, which. is the thing he con- 
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demns. If ir had been faid, If you have re- 
ſpect to the Rich, and your friends and kin+ 
dred, and beſtow gifts upon them, and do 
them courreſies , and receive not the poor, 
and enemies and unallied, nor ſhew them 
any kindneſs, are you not partial? Would 
this ſignifie that no ſuch thing ought to be 
done to our Kindred and Friends , and the 
rich? By no means ſo: Yes, notwithſtanding 
our Saviour. faith, When thou makeſt a dimmer, 
call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, nor thy 
rich. neighboxrs, Luk. 14. 12. So when it 
faid, If you have reſpett to the rich man, and 
ſay to him, fit thou here in 4 $904 place, and (ay 
to the poor, ſit thou here unaer my foot ſtool, are 
Je not partial ? Neither doth this likewiſe 
mean, that a Rich man may not be reſpect- 
ed,, honoured, and tet i a good place. I 
would willingly know, fince he ſays, to re- 
ſpect perſons is to be partial,” how I am par- 
tial if I reſpeFF all, by putting off my Hat ; 
riſing up, and bowing to al. Which reſpect 
he that gives to the Rich, and denies 1t'tg 
the Poor, is the perſon St. Fames condemns. 

And truly ifa man hatheither the fear of God; 

or the love of. men, or but common civility, 

he will pay his fellow*creature this reſpect, 

and much. more of the ſame ſort, how mean 

ſoever he be,. as. he- dotht to tis Superiars; 
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pride arid contempt? Well, but you then fur- 


ther ſay, St. Fames would have no differente 
made, but that one be reſpected and honoured 
as much as another; the Poor as much as the 
Rich, the meaneſt as muGh as the mightieſt. 
Not ſo, my Friends, for in the ſame. place 
where it is ſaid, Honoxr all men, it 1s fajd, 
Honour the King, 1 Pet. 2, t7; which denotes 
ſomething peculiar, which is due to Him, and 
not to others. And it is ſaid again, Render to 
all their dues, Tribute to whom Tribate is duc, 
Cuſtome to whom Cuſtome; Fear to whom. Fear, 
Honour to whom Honour, Rom. 13, 7. In that 
It is faid, Honour to whom Hondar is due. It 
denotes here ſomewhat more than that which 
1s due to all men, even as he ſays the ſame of 
Tribute, and Cuftome, and Fear; which we 
know are not due to all. Ir is faid more- 
over, as for greater Emphaſis of a lamenta- 
ble condition, The faces of the Elders were not 
Ganpured, Lam. F. 12. Ahd note our Saviours 
words, Luk. 14..10. When thois art bidden to 
a Wedding , fit down in the loweſt room, that 
when he that bad thee cometh; he may (ay unto 
thee, Friend, go up higher ; then ſhalt thor 
have worſhip in the preſence of them that fit at 
meat with thee, This IFhonouring of one more 
than another, and our Saviour allows it. Yon 
— alſo thar God himſelfhath given 
Titles of Honour with difference ; tor he _ 
ome 
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fme Gods, Kings, Honourable;Lords;Ladies, 
and doth not call all fo, nor all rheſe by the 
ſame name. And that you may know when 
he thus ſpeaketli, it isnot as if he ſaid, whom the 
world calls ſo; remember but that oneſentence, 
1 have ſaid ye are Goas ; together with our Sa- 
viour's words, If he called them Gods, &c. John 
10.34;35. My Friends; why let you the poor 
man ttand at your doors, and begg for bread, 
and give him a piece only; and thar of the 
courſeſt ſort, and yet invite the rich man in! 
to your houſe, ſer him at your 'Table, and 
feaſt him with the beſt ? Is not this reſj 

of perſons? and are you not partial? - Yes, 
and when the King (ſuppoſe) feaſts with you, 
why do you give him the filver Plate, and 
damask Napkin, and provide attendants of 
the better ſort, when the poor man: muſt 
have the wooden Trencher, and the. hurden 
Towel, and ſcarce any obſervance; or -none 
at all? - Do ye offer the King a wooden diſh 
to drink in? which yet you þive-the poor 
man; and for no other reafon,; but becauſe 
he is ſo. Set you the Beggar. down by the 
Noble ? - Or if he place himſelf at the head 
of the Table, in ſuch a-prefence, do: ye not, 
bid him change his place and come lower, 
and fo ſhame him ? which alſo you; would 
not do, if it had been among his Fellow- 
beggars. . Are not theſe unrighteous things 2 
Is not this partiality ? _ haye you _ 
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Becauſe of this, the Faith of our Lord Jeſus, 
with reſpe& of perſons ? Think of it. And 
think again; whether thus to do, be not as 
much as to put off the Hat. 

Clark's Deſcription of Prophets, p.26.Mat.s. 
© Swear not at all. But you will ſay,this is meant 
© of ordinary Swearing. But whoever thon 
* art, by thy earthly camal wiſdom knoweſt 
* not what Chriſt meant. Is there not 
* Swearing before Magiſtrates every day in 
* oneplace or other,at Terms, Sizes, Quarter- 
* Seſſions, Court-Leers ? would you have it 
* commoner ?] Thus lies our Saviours words, 
AAat. 5. 43. &c. You have heard that it hath 
been faid to them of old time, Thox ſhalt not 
forfwear thy ſelf , but ſhalt perform unto the 
Lord :thime'Oaths, Though the latter words, 
which belong to protniſſory Oaths,: ſeem to 
infer, 'that the former, whoſe oppoſite they 
are, do ſo too: yet Þ ſhall underſtand falſe 
aſſerrions, as well as non-perfortnance of pro- 
miſes made by Oath to be here forbidden : 
as if "it had been ſaid thus, -Thon ſhalt not 
forſwear thy ſelf, but ſhalr ſwear truly, or, 
and moreover, thou fhalt perform unto the 
Lord thine Oaths : which then would plainly 
have taken in both. For I doubt not but 
thoſe words, as they ſtand in the Law, forbid 
both, and no queſtion but as the Jews ſwore 
commonly of their own accord in _ 
orts 
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ſort, ſo they did in the other ; and our Sayi- 
our intends equally to rectifie the fault. It 
follows; But 1 ſay wnto you , Swear not at all, 
This muſt be more than the Lew ſaid, and 
therefore prohibits Swearing , though the 
Truth be afferted; or the promiſe performed. 
For as much as the Law it ſelf prohibited falſe 
aſſertions by Oath, and non-performance of 
promiſes ſo tnade. But tow this Swear not; 
at all, denotes a voluntary att; and relates to 
the evil cuſtom of rtie _ As if it had been 
faid, Swear not art all, as you commonly do 
of =_ own accord ; No, though you ſwear 
truly. And therefore it belongs not to the 
taking of an Oath before a Maysftrate; which 
is a conſtrained aCt ; as every one knows the 
difference betwixt Swearing and being adju- 
red. Next he ſays: Neither by Heaven, mor 
by Earth, nor by Jeruſalem, nor. by thy heat. 
This is another indication thit.the ſweating 
which our Saviour forbids, is that which men 
iſ> freely of themſelves in their converſe : 
for that the Magiſtrate never adminiftred art 
Oarh in his judiciary proceſs in' theſe forms, 
bur only as the Law required, In thd by the 
Name of God. But the -people uſed cams, 
monly ſach Oaths in their: ordinary con- 
verſe and ' ptivate buſineſs. - And that 
they did, partly out. of reverence. fo the 
Name of God (as we learg. from Phila 
I 2 {da þ 
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Iudens * :) and partly becauſe they though! 
themſelves the leſs obliged by theſe; as we 
leam from our Saviour, Mat.23.16,18. Wo te 
you blind guides ; which ſay, whoſoever ſhal 
ſwear by the Temple, it is nothing ; bat whoſ 
ſhall Swear by the Gold of the Temple, he is 5 
Debtor : Whoſo ſhall Swear by the Altar, it i.

in which thoſe forms were uſed : which wat! 
mn ordinary converſe, not in folemn jadicature 
He adds fiirther thus: For Heaven is God” 
Throne, Earth his Footſtool, Feruſalem his City 
and tho car'ſt not make one hair white 01

But 
others are ſo hafty,rbar paſſing by the creatutes, thie) 
are bold ro ſwear by the Crearar himſelf, W. 
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wo. 
leſs, becauſe yoi do not uſe God's name in 
theſe forms, I tell you it is all one; for e- 
ven herein you do Swear by him, c.23.21,22. 
Whoſo ſhall Swear by the Temple, ſweareth by it, 
and by him that dwelleth therein; and he that 
ſpall Swear by Heaven, ſweareth by the Throne 
of God , and by him that ſitteth thereon. 
Laſtly, ir is fail, But /et your communication 
[abz9r, ſpeech, word,] be yea yea, nay nay ; for 
whatſoever is more than theſe cometh of evil' 
As if he had faid, only fay to one another» 
It is ſo, or it is not ſo : Iwilldoit, or I will 
not do it. Which further ſhews, thar our Sa- 
viour's prohibition is limited to our common 
converſe with one another. As for the rea- 
ſon of the prohibition, it ſignifies thus much, 
This common voluntary ſwearing ariſeth from 
ſomeevil principle or other, as the malignity 
of nature, pride, vanity, profaneneſs, pafſion, 
Irreverence of God, or the inſtigation of the 
Devil. But now, if only vo{xntary ſwearing be 
here forbidden, it may be ſaid, The Law forbad 
as mxch, and therefore our Saviour hath added 
nothing to it ; whereas he tells us in the ſame 
place ( verſ. 17.) that he came to fulfil and 
compleat it ; and this is one particular in 
which he hath done (>, as is evident by his 
making.i&an inſtance of his ſuperaddition. + 
To ' I anſwer, It :cannot be queſtioned 
bur that our Saviour hath expreſſed the Law 
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In its fl latitude ; eſpecially conſidering he 
now intended to compleat it, And as he did 
expreſs it, it is maniteſt he hath compleated 
it. For whereas it is ſajd only, Thox ſhalt 
not forſwear thy ſelf ; is not this more which 
he ſays, Thes ſhalt rot Swear at all in com- 
munication? If the Law ſaid this, how could 
our Saviour ſpeak as he doth by way of ad- 
dition, But I ſay it ? Which ſignifies plainly 
that the Law did not ſay, Swear not at all in 
communication ? But what then? Might the 
Zews ſwear as much as they pleaſed m com- 
mon ſpeech and converſe, fo that they ſwore 
zruly? I ask likewiſe, foraſmuch as the Law 
faid only, Tho ſhalt not commit Adwltery : 
might the Fews therefore /xſt after Women as 
much as they pleaſed, and was there no fn 
to them in ſo doing ? By no means ſo: neither 
the one, nor the other ; for though the Law 
expreſſed no more, yet they might diſcern by 
the common light of nature, and much more 
by that light which the Law of God: (which 
Hoſes delivered to them) afforded, that God's: 
name was not to be uſed in vain, and that 
they were not to Swear rudely, lightly, irre- 
verently ; and that likewiſe unclean deſires 
ought not to lodge in the heart: As, though 
.the Law expreſſed nog the promiſe of eternal 
life (as ſay ſome ) yet they could not bealto- 
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peed ſome ſich reward, which is now fully 
manifeſted. I will add one thing more: Is 
not St. Paxl's ri xgvyar, By your [al. our] re- 
joycing which I have in Chriſt Jeſus, ( ICor. 15, 
31.) as much as the common Oath » ©, 
By Goa? or as much as By the Temple? which 
our Saviour tells us is an Oath, Is nor his 
ms Ozos, God is true, Or, as God is trace, 


; (2 Cor. 1. 18.) as much as the Oath MW In 


The Lord liveth, or, as the Lord biveth, or, 
God's life ? Fer. 12.16. 1 King. 17. 1. Is nof 
his, / call God to record you my. Sowl (2 Cor. 
I. 23.) as much as God do ſo to me, and more 
#!ſo, &c. Ruth.1,17. 1 Sam.4.14. Donot theſe 
former as much expreſs the nature of an 
Oath as the latter? or as much as ſb hel 
me God, By this light, By this Drink, whic 
are uſed as forms in Swearing ? For my part 
I wonld as unwillingly uſe the one, as the 
other, And I pur it to your Conſcience, 
whether in Witneſs-bearing , or in the mat- 
ter of Allegience and Supremacy, or any 0- 
ther publick concern, you will ſay before the 
Magiſtrate, I call God to record upon my 
Soul, or, As God is true, or, By our Joy 1n 
Chriſt Jeſus, this is ſo, or, thus will I do. 
Well then, St. Paw ſpeaking thus more than 
once, and deliberately in writing, certainly 
he did not underſtand our yr re ſo 
but that a Chriſtian may ' 
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weighty conſidoration ſwear ſometime in the 
fear of God, when he is not required by the 
power of the Magiſtrate. And my reaſon for 
this is, not only that Holy Mans exampl& 
but becauſe this kind of Swearing proceedeth 
not from evil, neither irreverence toward: 
God, nar vanity of mind, no inconfiderat:- 
neſs, nor any corrupt principle ; which is the 
reaſon of our Saviour's prohibition. To pre- 
vent your cenſure, let me publiſh, that to 
my knowledge Inever Swore any ſort of Oatt 
bur before an Officer that required it : | 
thank God for his grace.

give unto us. To whom our Fathers would 
not obey, but thruſt him from them,and in their 
hearts turned, back again into Egypt, ſaying 
wnto Aaron, make us Gods to go before us: for 
as for this Moſes we wot not what is become of 
him. 
Gibſon's Everlaſting Rule. p. 45. * Chrilk 
* faid Think ye that [ came to ſend peace npon 
 Farth? I tell you nay, but a Sword : Mat. 
© 10. 34. Now you carnal-weaponed men, 
© this Sword wasnot like your Carnal Sword, 
* which Kills the Creatures in their Sins, bur 
© was a Spiritxal Sword, which did enter into 
© the Hearts of the Wicked and cut down the 
« Sin.] But fay I, the Sword which the Text 
produced ſpeaks of, is the Carnal, which Kills 
the Creatures, and not the Spiritual which 
cuts down Sin; that which Kills the Body, 
the Bodies of Chriſt's Diſciples, and not thar 
which enters the Hearts of the Wicked ; that 
which the Wicked uſe againſt the Righteous, 
and not that which Chriſt uſeth agauiſt the 
Wicked.

And to your enquiry, was there no Sin 
before, I anſwer there was. Bur if you put 
the queſtion as you ought to do, had not 
theſe 7ews had Sin if Chriſt had nor come 1n 
his Body and fo ſpoken unto them and done 
his works among them? the Text would have 
anſwered you, they had not.

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then they have. multitude of miracles, nor 
repent when they have the beſt inſtruction; 
what can they plead for themſelves ? And in 
like manner we had not had Sin, if the Goſ- 
pel had not come unto us: our Sin would 
not have had thoſe aggravations which now 
It hath, it being now the abuſe of far greater 
Grace.

And why did he nor 
forbear, when he knew that to Baptize theſe 
Gentiles would give offence (as it did) to his 
Beethren of the circumciſion ? verſ.

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Ae not forbear for a ſeaſon, till he had ſatisfie! 
his Brethren by certifying them of his Yi/on ? 
For might not ſich as you have ſaid, what 
need of Water whilſt they Believe and have 
received the Holy Ghoſt ? what commana- 
ment 1s there for it ? what offence would be 
given to any; if this arbitrary Ceremony 
were omitted ? which if they had ſaid, yon 
ſee who would have reproved them, as is 
manifeſt by his words. Add we further, and 
Juſt as it is in our Saviour's command, ſo the 
Apoſtles prattiſed in their Water-Baptiſm.

Becauſe I have heard many ſpeak after this 
rate, but have not yet known. the man that 
is ſo bold as to affirm ſo much of himſelf, 1 
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- urge thee therefore to write down, and ſay af 
#hy ſelf, I am righteous withour any corrup- 
tion: I keep the Commandments, fulfil the 
Law, anſwer every demand of Juſtice with- 
out any ſm and failing : The motions of rhe 
fleſh do ſometimes ſtir and tempt me to com- 
mit fin, but they do not at any time prevail 
ſo that I commit it : I do not any of thoſe 
things which I onght not to do. But if thus 
thou dareſt not ſay of thy ſelf, and yet fo in- 
gerpreteſt St. Fohn's words , then muſt thou 
likewiſe conclude from him that thou art 
not born of God, but art of the Devil. And 
if thou wilt fay thus of thy ſelf, but wilt not 
affirm the ſame of every Child of God, the 
newly regenerate, and the weakeſt, and the 
1gnoranteſt, then mnſt thou confeſs thar St. 
_ is not ſo ſtriftly to be underſtood ; for 

e ſpeaks without limitation, Whofoever is 
born of God, doth not commit fin, 1 foh. 3. 9. 
And that indeed he 1s not fo to be nnderſtood, 
is evident from many places of Scripture, 
which affirm that the regenerate have'weak- 
neſs, 1mperfeCction, corruption, and fall into 
fin, and do things which they onghr not to 
do, Eccl. 7, 20. There is not a juſt man upon 
earth which doth" good and finneth not. Mar. 
15.16, Are ye alſo yet without underſtanding ?

And feſus ſaid unto them, Becauſe of your un- 
belief. Mar. 4. 49. Why are ye ſo fearful ? How 
is it that you have no faith? C.8. 33. He re- 
buked Peter, ſaying, Get thee behind me Satan : 
for thou Cs nat the things of God, but 
the things that be of men. Luk.9. 55. He re- 
buked the Diſciples, and ſaid, ye kuow not what 
manner of Spirit you are of. C, 22. 24. There 
was a ſtrife among them, which of them ſhould 
be greateſt, ----Ye ſhall not be ſo. Jam. 3.2. In 
many things we offend all, 1 Cor. 3.15. If an 
mans work ſhall be burnt , he ſhall ſuffer bo, 
bt he himfelf ſhall be ſaved, yet ſo as by Fire. 
Heb. 5. 12. when for the time ye ought to be 
Teachers, ye have need that one teach you a- 
gain, which be the firſt principles of the Ora- 
cles of God, St. 7ohn ſpake his mind plain 
enough to deliver you from miſtake, it you 
would conſider his /etter, and not ſpeak all 
without Book. chap. 2. 29. Every one that doth 
righteouſneſs, us born of him, But is every one 
that doth any one righteous att, ſo born ? 
No, but as he faith, c. 1. 6. If we walk un the 
light, &c. Again, you may perceive his mind 
by what he faith a little before the Text in 
debate, v. 3. Every man that hath this hope in 
him, purificth himſelf. And ver. 8. He that 
committeth ſin, 1s of the Devil ; or which is 
the ſame, He 1s a Child of the Devil, ver. cr 
$ 
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Is every one fo, that committeth one aft of 
the /caft fin? No, but Scripture teacheth us 
thus, They are of their Father - the Devil, 
that will do his luſts, 704.8. that walk accor- 
ding to that Prince, according to the courſe 
of this world, Eph, 2. that are ſervants of 
ſin, Rom. 6. Again, ſays he, after the Text, 
V. 10. Whoſoever doth not righteouſneſs, 1s not 
of God. AndC. 5. 19. We know that we are of 
God, and the whole world licth in wickeaneſs, 
So that St. fobn by committing ſin, meaneth 
ſuch ſinning as not to do righteouſneſs, not 
to walk in the light, not to purify our ſelves, 
but-to he in wicxedneſs. And as 1n this ag - 
gravated ſenſe, we in common ſpeech uſe the 
ſame expreſſion, ſo doth the Scripture moſt 
frequently. As Heb. 3. 17. V/ith whom was 
he prieved forty years * was it not with them 
that ſinned, whoſe carkaſſes fell in the wilder- 
neſs? You know it means a ſiubborn peo- 
ple, that hardened their hearts, for whoſe 
great provocations, God {wore in his wrath, 
that they ſhould not enter into hir reſt, 0, 8. 
Io, 11. 1 thought cvery one had known the 
difference betwixt ſinning and ſinning, finner 
and ſinner. Rom. 2. 9. Tribulation and anguiſh 
xpon every Soul of man that avth evil. v. 12. 
As many as have ſinned without Law, ſhall pe- 
Tiſh without Law, Mult all be damned, that 
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we read what he meaneth, when it is thus 
written immediately before, v. 4. 5, 8. Deſpi- 
ſeſt thou the riches of his goodneſs, and forbear- 
ance, and long ſuffering, not knowing that the 
oodneſs of God leadeth thee to Repentance ? 
ja after thine hardneſs and impenitent heart, 
treaſureſt up unto thy ſelf wrath —-— To them 
that are contentious and do not obey the Truth, 
but obey unrighteouſneſs, indignation and wrath, 
Thus again we read, Ezek. 18. 20. The Sowl 
that ſinneth ſhall die. That is, as it follows, 
The wickeaneſs of the wicked ſhall be upon him. 
When the righteous turneth away from his righ- 
teonſneſs, and committeth iniquity, and doth ac- 
cording to all the abominations that the wicked 
Man = he ſhall die in his treſpaſs and fin. 
Since no man knoweth how oft he offendeth, 
Pſal. 19. Since if we know nothing by our 
ſelves, yet hereby we are juſtifice , bur he 
that juſtifieth is the Lord, x Cor. 4. Since he 
is greater than our hearts, and knoweth all 
things, 1 704. 3. I adviſe you to pray always, 
Our Father which art in Heaven, forgive us 
our Treſpaſſes.

Childs heart : and whereas one would think 
ſhe ſhed the blood of erhers, and thoſe Saints 
and Martyrs, it 1s only the wicked mans own 
blood : and though it ſeemeth thar blood is 
really ſhed, and men are literally killed, it is 
in truth quite another matter, namely, Chriſt 
Crucified in the wicked mans heart by luſts ;

But I am not altogetticr without 
hope. For who knows what the Lord may 
do? However, my Labour may not be in 
vain to ſome of their Followers, who ſcarce 
believe what the Doctors ſo confidently boaſt 
of themſelves. And eſpecially may it con- 
duce to prevent the lapſe of others, who by 
reaſon of their glorious prerence are ſmut- 
ten with ſome admiration of their perſons 
and their way. 

Beſides the inſtances which I have given 
of your falſe Inferpretations, I cons Og 
near Forty more which I have obſerved in 
reading a few of your books. By which any 
one may perceive what ſad wofk you make 
with the Scriptures.

To aſcribe a- 
ny thing that is falſe tothe Holy Ghoſt, you 
know is. wicked impudence, and of the worſt 
conſequence, the Prophane and Atheiſtical 
being the more tempted hereby to believe 
there is no ſuch Divine power. How hor- 
xid is it to ſay that Spirit lies?

that I may know with whom I have todos; 
viz, that he ſay, I have received by inſpiration 
this Interpretation : but this I have not, but 
deliver it according to my beſt judgment. Ox 
elle declare apertly, that you write nothing 
at all but what you have by inſpiration. 1} 
admoniſh further, that if you believe the Ho+ 
ly Ghoſt. did nbt intend that nſe;in which 
youule the words of. Scripture; you plainly 
and honeſtly declare ſo much. Burt then rex 
fled, whether it benot better toler the Scripy 
tures ſtand in that ſenſe which the Holy Ghoſt 
hath given them: leſt every one.uſing this 
liberty, they come ar laſt to ſignifie juſt no+

of Chriſt: 'Sinde':you know that it is falſe 
Doctrine, pernicious errors and hercſics, 
pig een 3 which 
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which makes the falſe Pzophet; and this 
may be, and is found in them that rake no 
Tithes, and in them that decry them ; and 
they that 'do receive them, may be ortho- 
dox, and are ſo; and have not the tempta- 
tion to corrupt the truth for the pleaſing of 
men that they might receive the more from 
them, like as others have that live- upon 
the bounty : Since again you know that there 
are hundreds:of theſe Tith-takers which - 
would exchange their ter or twenty pounds 
a year for the maintenance of your Preach- 
ers, who ride about and work not with theie 
hands.
